facts concerning it. 


The great gas belt is defined by a 


leading geologist to include all that 
section of country as far north as 
Lake Ontario, as far west as Lake 
Erie,narrowing in a southwesterly di- 
rection along the great coal basin, 
passing near Pittsburgh, Rochester, 
SteubenviJle, Wheeling, narrowing as 
it passes southward, and 
extends 


through Kentucky, Tennessee and 
into Alabama.

In Pennsylvania, where they are 


having such great (low of natural gas, 
the subject of piping it long distances 
has been much discussed, Capital is 
cautious and awaits .results of experi- 
ments before investing. 


A number of years past some par- 


lies unclertook,,an enterprise of gather- 
ing the gases thrown off by the coke 
ovens oi Western Pennsylvania, and 
piping them to some of the Atlantic 
cities. All the knowledge on the 
subject of piping gas was obtained, 
the laws ol engineering brought into 
requisition and Ailly exhausted, and 
the conclusions formed were that 
every five miles mechanical means 
would have to be applied to force the 
gas through the pipe lo its destination. 
In addition to this the gas would suf- 
fer large loss from condensation. 
Nearly every one who had ever heard 
of the enterprise and knew the opin- 
ion formed was adverse to the enter- 
prise, drew the conclusion that the 
natural gas would require the same 
mechanical means of motion. 


But recent experiments have tended 


tb demonstrate that natural gas will 
not be governed by the.same me- 
chanical laws, and that it can be pip- 
^ed great distances and conducted 
'through without the aid of intcrmecli- 
'ttte machinery. Where it has been 
piped around Pittsburg and Wellsville 
U is found to travel by its own pres- 
sure at the rate of Co miles per hour; 
and so confident have capitalists be- 
come that a pipe line is being located 
from Pittsburgh to Baltimore, with the 
intention of furnishing that city with 
gas. 


Coshocton occupies an advantag- 


eous position, surrounded as it is by 
the best coal fields in the State, with 
water power that is unexcelled, with 
present good shipping facilities, and 
the prospect of still better, flattering, 
and now, if in addition to these, there 
can be found so useful an element as 
natural gas, her future will indeed be 
brighter, 


To Dr. J, B. Ingraharn is largely 


due the credit for the commencement 
of this enterprise, and we feel sure the 
citizens of the town will respond with 
their well wishes, and if success 
crowns his efforts, none there will be 
but will .rejoice from a personal and a 
general motive.

State has enacted laws to protect the 
farmer against professional hunters 
and trespassers; and, whereas forbear- 
ance has ceased to be d virtue, 
therefore, we, the undersigned, as 
members of this association, do agree 
to enforce the laws upon our statutes- 
against hunting; especially Section 
6966 (as amended April 3,' 1883, Laws 
of Ohio, vol. 80, p 94) which applies 
to hunting or trespassing on lands of 
others, and includes all bird*, game, 
or animals,

An exchange, speaking of butter, says 
that 
this negligence on the part 


of the butter makers is attributa- 
ble to the grocers, "who, by having no 
system of gradation, pay the same 
price for poor butter as for good but- 
ter. If the buyers would organize a 
graded system for butter and 'make a 
scale of prices to fit the various grades 
there would be less bad butter brought 
to market, As it is, the market offers 
no protection to the good butter mak- 
er, and no incentive for the careless 
butter maker to increase the grade of 
his produce, and thereby sepure bet- 
ter prices. The best goods should 
command the best prices and" inferior 
grades prices to correspond." If all 
the grocers and huxsters would, thus 
establish a grade tnere would soon be 
less bad butter mano&ctured and 
marketed.

ment. Most of them go barefooted—- 
at least in the summer months—and 
wear very tight-fighting linsey-wool- 
sey trousers, dyed brown with tLc 
bark of tho walnut. Thoy have no 
suspenders, and very fow of them 
wear coats of any kind. Their coat* 
are made of a coarse cotton material, 
and are generally so dirty that it Is 
impossible to tell the original color, 
Moat of them wear slouched wool 
hat* that look a* if thty had aocn 
many year* of bard set vice, some 
few having home-made hat* of plait- 
ed rye Btraw. Almost .every man 
seen on theioatl had a long, rustic- 
.looking riilo on his shoulder, an ox- 
horn powder flask and a uowskln 
shot pouch swung around his neck. 


The women aro in keeping with 


the men. Their dress is made of 
the tame material, only a tfhadc 
|lghter in color. There is no fit 
abeut the waists of their garments 
and the skirts are most economically 
narrow, and never so long as to sug- 
gest a trail {'consequently their large, 
wide-spreading bare feet are exposed 
at every step. 


The young girls areso diriy that, 


if they have any personal beauty, it 
is covered.' In early life tho teeth 
are discolored and decayed, caused 
doubtless by their constant .use of 
tobacco. Men, women and children 
all chew the weed incessantly, and 
al*o amoke and uae *nufT. Spitting 
with these people i* not only a babit, 
it is a pasttime. By long practice 
they have acquired a surprising skill 
in emitting tobacco juice from be- 
tween their teeth, ssnding it with a 
peculiar hissing sound to a distance 
of nine or ten feet, always aiming at 
some object directly in front of them 
and seldom failing to hit it They 
can spit at long range with the same 
precision and certainty with which 
they aboot, being as sure to hit the 
mark at ton feet with tobacco juice 
as they are to bring down the squir- 
rel irom the top of the tallett tree 
with their unerring rifle. The two

U is understood that the 
Chinese legation in Paris havo been 
ordered by their home government 
to demand their passports the very 
moment the French Chambers vote 
the credit, aa that will be considered 
tantamount to a declaration of war 
on tho part of France. 


Thi* ia the Immediate situation 


and, <u will bo wen, border* closely 
on a war winch can not fail to be 
detrimental to the interests of hoth 
powers. The probabilities aro that 
Franco may prove tU« greater suffer- 
er, as an/ attempt to bloclucio the 
treaty ports of Cbina will undoubt- 
edly lead to unploasaut complica- 
tions with Great Bntian and the 
governments of other countries hav- 
ing commercial relations with China. 
Already t!ic British go verv incut is 
ro forcing 
its naval squadron! in 


Chinese waters and the example is 
quite anro to be imitated by Germany 
and oilier interested powers. An at- 
tempt, therefore, to bloc ado Chinese 
ports, is likely to create a diversion 
in favor of China which may bring 
abount disastrous consequences to 
France. The situation is a delicate 
one, and it will require considerable 
Wisdom on the part ol the French 
government to got (lately out of iU 
prospective embroilment with China 
without provoking a war with Euro- 
pean power*. 


An Experiment With Woman 


Suffrage. 


For the part three year* the tax- 


paying womenX Vermont baye been 
privileged to Vote for «obool officer! 
and to hold educational ofllcea. 
Un- 


der the law, which was passed in 
1880, about fifteen thouaand women 
in tbo State are entitled to «uUY»g« 
in matter* relating to tho public 
schools. Tho rcdult of tho law, 
how- 


ever, ha* not justified the expecta- 
tion o( those who iccurod it* pass- 
ago. Whatever tho women ol Ver- 
mont may think of the abn tract right 
of suffrage they *how hut little in- 
clination to avail Uiemselvoa of the 
limited right conferred upon them. 
As an evidence of this foot it is re- 
lated that after tho pa**ago of tho 
law only lixteeif women voted loth« 
city of Burlington, while two hun- 
dred wore entitled to suffrage and 
wore enrolled on the check list. 
Only ftve voted for school commie* 
•loner the eccond year, and this year 
out of three hundred and fourteen 
entitled to vote only eight excerciaed 
tho right.

drink and it is another thing to 
tempt men to drink who do not 
drink, There can scarcely be any 
difference of opinion, I think, among 
family raising citizens as to the pro- 
priety of conducting the liquor in- 
terests BO as to ihunt thoir tempta- 
tions in the face of children and of 
men who have not aa yet acquired a 
morbid appetite. But at tho earao 
time, I thipk, a great mistake will 
be made if it is attempted to con- 
duct the campaign upon prohibition 
grounds, pure and simple; namely, 
by changing the Constitution of the 
State and forbidding the manufac- 
ture and sale of liquor wholly. There 
is no public sentiment that will justi- 
fy such legislation, and if there were 
there is no public sentiment that 
will exact It afterward. All such 
legislation amounts to simply noth- 
ing. The public sentiment now is 
unable to turn the wheels of the lit- 
tle manufacture that wo have, and as 
a remedy for that non-performance 
it is proposed to build a factory for- 
ty times larger—without increasing 
the stream or the wheel, 


"But it is no doubt true that sep-

Uul in 
the winter, when it is cold and cheerless out- 
•,nle, and llio grncoful vines have turned into 
brown, dead-looking stalks, try to havo some- 
tiiiMg green nnd frash in tho kitchen. Train 
a vino, If only a swoob-potnto vino, oil one of 
the windows, and besides, having wived all 
tlio empty cans from oaniKXl fruit or vogot* 
nhles, pnlnt n couploof thorn rod; liavo two 
holes borwl in each near tlio top, through 
which to rung tho strings, by which they aro 
t<> bo suspended ovor tho window. In OHO 
plant "Wandering Jow," or aTradescantia, 
M> easy to grow from Blips, nnd which will 
Noon run on tho sides, making it a thing of 
beauty; nnd in tlio other, which must bo 
nuirly full of wator, lay an old sponge of 
piece of whlto cotton, ovor which sprinklfj 
ilnx Reeds thickly, koepitig tho cotton moist 
whore they nro sown. In two or three weeks 
the.su will sprout, and tho cotton will be cov- 
ered with a beautiful green mossy looking 
growth.
